Claims 4-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in addition to 
reasons for allowance cited previously, the prior art fails to show or fairly suggest an AT- 
cut crystal with opposing surfaces in which each surface has a primary electrode 
surrounded by a secondary electrode, each secondary electrode is ground, and 
additionally input and output measurement terminals each of which are connected to 
one or the other of a primary and secondary electrode and disposed rightward and 
leftward of the center of the substrate, respectively. Additionally, an embodiment not 
fairly suggested or shown by the prior art is the primary and secondary electrode 
arrangement noted above, but further including disposition of pad electrodes for input 
and output measurement and associated with the primary and secondary electrodes, 
further including grounding of the secondary electrodes.
